Pope Pius Asks 
Faith in Church 
For the Future 


LONDON, Feb. 20—(AP)—Pope 
Pius told the assembly of cardinals 
today that “it is the church which 
rises today in this torn world like 
a signal because without God there 
cannot be among men real unity.” 
The Pope's broadcast from Vatican 
City was recorded in London by 
The Associated Press. 

SPEAKING IN THE Vatican's 
frescoed hall of benedictions the 
Pope eommented on “this 
world in which hunger is so pre- 
valent.” 

The address, broadcast in Italian 
by the Vatican radio, began at 10:23 
MST, after the Pope had place 
birettas on the heads of 29 of the 
32 new cardinals created at Mon- 
day’s secret consistory. 

Speaking of the position of the 

Roman Catholic Church in the post- 
war world, the pontiff added: 
* “THE CHURCH CONTRIBUTES 
to the equilibrium of the social 
structure of the world. The church 
forms and creates man.” 

Dwelling on one of his favorite 
themes, the universality a the 
church, he declared: 

“The church is a perfect society 
which embraces all men. All peo- 
ple and nations are called upon to 
be with the church.” 

“The transfer of populations,” he 
said, “has today become unfortun- 
ately more frequent... . 

“The church looks after those 
who have been evacuated from 
homes or who, because of military 
service, have stayed away from

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A Bid for Development 


The federal minister of mines and re- 
sources announces plans “in the preliminary 
stage” to build a 25,000 horse-power hydro- 
electrie plant on the Snare river, in order to 
supply power for the development and oper- 
ation of mines in the Yellowknife district. 

This does not of course mean that the 
Government will go ahead when spring opens 
with the building of a dam, blasting channels 
and installing turbines and generators. The 
proposal has yet to be subjected to exam- 
ination as to its soundness and practicability 
from an engineering stand-point. And a sur- 
vey will be made to find out whether there 
is a reasonable prospect that the current 
would be turned to account. 

What the announcement amounts to is 
that the Government is prepared to invest 
the necessary money and create the plant if 
experts decide that the power can pro- 
duced efficiently there, and if mining activ- 
ity justifies the outlay. 

This is a direct bid to prospectors and 
mining men to get busy and show that the 
power could and would be used. If they do 
so, the power will be supplied, unless engin- 
eers say it can’t be done on any worth-while 
basis of construction cost. It will be strange 
if this offer does not stimulate prospecting, 
exploratory and development work in an 
area already known to be rich in mineral 
deposits, and where there already is sub- 
stantial production. 

The Consolidated npr, | and Smelting 
Co. built one hydro plant at Yellowknife five 
years ago. That another is believed to be 
required indicates the extent of the mineral 
resources in that area. 


This Isn’t Canadian Business 


It never rains but it pours. Disclosure 
that a spy ring has been operating at Ottawa 
is followed by news that the police have un- 
covered a wide-reaching conspiracy by 
which over a long period British textiles 
have been stolen from Halifax docks and 
shipped to manufacturers or dealers in Mont- 
real, Toronto and other eastern centres. 

Canada thus comes in for another blaze 
of front page publicity that won't help to 
bolster our prestige abroad. If correctly re- 
ported, the Halifax roguery 1s particularly 
contemptible because while Britain was 
fighting for its life it had to depend upon 
what exports it could ship overseas to pay 
for a small part of the supplies it had to 
have. 2 
The directors of the conspiracy, and 
those who knowingly took part in its opera- 
tions, deserve all the law provides for such 
an offence. Other considerations aside, this 
is necessary in order to vindicate the integ- 
rity of Canadian business men. Stealing 
isn't part of the Canadian business code. 


It Would Even Be Worse 


Last year 73 persons were killed in auto- 
mobile accidents in Alberta, 22 more than in 
1944, The injured numbered 835, against 641 
the year before. Accidents reported were 
2,766, compared with 2,220 in 1944, 

It will never be known how many of these 
mishaps were really accidental occurrences, 
and how many were caused by recklessness. 
But unless statistics regarding wrecks at 
railway crossings are deceptive, a heavy 
majority of the deaths and injuries are 
chargeable to carelessness. They would not 
have occurred if all parties concerned had 
been on the alert. 

Maybe it is just as well to not have the 
record broken down so as to show that at 
such a time in such a place some person was 
killed or hurt because someone had neglected 
to get his car repaired or to obey the traffic 
laws or to take the circumstances into ac- 
count. To recall the incidents one by one 
and affix blame in retrospect would not 


undo the damage.

It is enough I P 
know that most traffic “accidents” are not 


roperly classed as accidents at all. To the 
Eoomponsibie minority who infest the streets 
ard highways the fact seemingly means 
nothing. They go on endangering their lives 
and those of other people until death or the

To the majority the figures cited convey 
their own message. They show that if most 
drivers did not exercise caution the f 
toll would be as horrible as the casualty list 
from a fair-sized battle. The record is grue- 
gome enough as it is. It would be many times 
worse if reckless driving were the rule in- 
stead of the exception. 


What Does He Mean, Snow? 


We are still champion of the Prairie win- 
ter. Lately there seems to have occurred in 
Vancouver one of those rare January days 
when one pallid shaft of sickly sunshine was 
able to cleave a way through the cloud and 
fog that hovers over the area at that season.

Tokyo Fish Stories 


The Japs, it appears, are anxious to get 
back into the business of fishing in other 
nations’ waters. General MacArthur is re- 
ported to be kept fairly busy heading off 
plans for the revival of the poaching which 
they found so profitable in pre-war days. 

But things are different now. In those 
historically remote times the Japs didn’t ask 
anybody’s permission to invade the terri- 
torial waters off Alaska and British Colum- 
bia. They just fitted out floating canneries 
and sent them in a generally easterly direc- 
tion. When there were United States or Can- 
adian fishery protection cruisers in sight 
the canneries did their fishing outside the 
territorial water line. But when the cruis- 
ers were absent the Jap captains did as they 
liked about where they would drop their 
tackle, and there wasn’t any doubt about 
where they could make the biggest hauls. 

Now the Japs haven’t any boats. Also 
they have to account for their personal 
whereabouts. And again, no foreign market 
wants their canned crabs and other delica- 
cies, Hence they would like to charter 
United States boats, fish in United States 
waters, and ship their products duty-free 
into the United States! In the battle o' wits 
by which they might obtain these conces- 
sions or some of them, General MacArthur 
seems to have come out best thus far. 

The moral of course is that defeat has 
not changed the well-known commercial 
standards of the Japs one iota. They are as 
tricky as ever.

War destroys a lot of things and 
among them myths, No greater 
myth was exploded in the last war 
than that of the South Sea islands, 
those supposedly earthly paradises 
that sprinkle the South Pacific.

Rationing in Wonderland 


Editor, The Bulletin: There is a 
growing impression that our &0- 
called representatives in Ottawa 
live in a sort of make-believe 
world, where words have no fixed 
|meaning and old fashioned {ideas 
|of arithmetic and logic no longer 
japply. This impression will be 
strengthened by the recently in- 
augurated plan for the rationing 
|of sugar and preserves. 

Last year each person received 

two sugar coupons per month, 
}each good for one pound of sugar, 
|plus two preserve coupons. In 
January, 1946, the same person re- 
ceives two sugar coupons, still 
worth one pound each, and no 
preserve coupons whatever, yet we 
are assured by Ottawa that the 
sugar and preserve allotment has 
not been reduced, one official 
(Lewis Carroll would have loved 
him!) going so far as to state that 
|the consumer would “receive 
| slightly more sugar under the new 
|plan”. All the word juggling in 
|the world doesn’t alter the fact 
/that in 1945 one could buy some 
| Preserves, however little, without 
jusing up one’s meagre sugar allot- 
|ment, while in 1946 no preserves 
| Whatever can be bought without 
sacrificing sugar. 
The writer's opinion is that this 
method of giving us “the same 
amount of sugar as before” origin- 
jated in the mind of the same 
|genius who tells us each month, 
|with a straight face, that our cost 
lof living has only gone up 19% 
since 1941,

Editor, Bulletin: It is estimat 


ed that Alberta’s forests would give 
each person in Alberta 40 acres, 
This would approximately last Al- 
berta for all time, But if I wanted 
jlumber to build a house, or any 
other purpose, it would not pay me 
to go 50 or 100 miles to the forest 
jto get it. I claim the present system 
jof administering the Alberta for- 
jests is not in the interests of all the 
people. It is estimated that approxi- 
mately 40,000 acres deteriorate each 
year, and a very large percentage 
|is caused by forest fires from brush 


|left by the loggers. It is impossible 


for the province to keep track of 
all those who go to the forests for 
lumber. 

I am in favor of having the gov- 
ernment appoint a board of direc. 
tors well qualified to take over all 
the provincial forests; provide all 
the machinery to'take full possession 
of all Alberta’s forests; take the 
lumber from the stump; saw and 
surface in the bush; transport to 
the nearest city or town in the pro- 
vince; where it is considered practi- 
cal to operate a sash and door fac- 
tory, provincial civic or private 
owned; organize a housing utility 
for all the province; build houses 
to sell, rent or lease, In this way 
the people could get their homes 
for at least 35 per cent less than 
each one could do it individually. 
It would not make the province any 
poorer and would be a great source 
of revenue for the province; and 
for the cities or towns to give a 
lot for all who wanted to build a 
house on it to live in. 

What Edmonton gets as revenue 
from her vacant lots would not pay 
expenses for the upkeep. As long 
as Edmonton's lots stay vacant, the 
city will not get revenue te pay 
for their upkeep. These lots can 
be sold for a term of 15 years, first 
term five years, second term five 
years. Terms of payment can be 
changed at the end of each five 
years, interest ‘2 per cent above the 
city or provincial rate,
